Bus Service In 


Ontario To Start 
Within 30 Days 


Bus service within the city of 
Ontario was approved by the On- 
tario city council last night as 
A. M. Kacz, 922 East Ninth street, 
Upland, representing the City 
Transit Line, said that service 
would probably start within the 
next 30 days. 

Heartily endorsing the need for 
bus service in, the city, council- 
men made their granting of per- 
mission contingent on the City 
Tvansit Line carrying sufficient 
liability insurance. Mr. Kacz said 
that he and his partners, Fred 
‘Potter and S. J. Jones conform to 
state insurance laws. 

Kacz's proposal last night is 
similar to the one he made to the 
Upland city council last Thursday 
night. The Upland councilmen at 
that time voted to appoint a 
transportation committee which 
would study the proposition and 
then make its recommendation to 
the council. 


, The City Transit line will oper- 

ate on half, hour and _ hourly 
schedules‘and from a definite ter- 
minus and on a regular route. A 
fare of 10 cents will be charged 
for anyone over 12 and children 
accompanied by parents may ride 
the buses free. 

The half-hour schedule will ‘be 
maintained from 6 a.m. to 9 a.m. 
and from 4 p.m. to 6 p.m. The 
rest of the day it will run every 
hour until midnight. 

Acccrding .to Kacz, the newly- 
organized company expects to 
have new buses with which to 
start its operation.

Postal receipts for; last month 
were approximately five per cent 
‘less than that of Jul 
ton P. Brady, Upland or aster, 
announced today. 

Receipts for ald this year 
totaled $4,397. 94 as compared to 
| $4,625.64 in 1945 a reduction of 


$227.70. The July total, however, 


was nigher than that of June 
when postal receipts were $4,- 
376.43. 

January with $4,860.17 and 


April, $4,635.39, were the biggest 
months in the Upland postoffice 
in 1946. While 1946 as ja whole 
was still lagging behimd 1945, 
Pestmaster (Brady pointed out 
that 1945 was a record year 
‘ the history of the Upland 
office and 1946 was assured of | 
being at least the second hijghest.
